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Easter  Seal  Building 
bought,  services  for 
9,000  seniors  saved

A  deal  struck  in  October  by 
the  Family  Service  Agency  to 
buy  the  Easter  Seal  building  on 
Geary  Boulevard  for  $3.6  million 
may  prove  to  be  a  model  for  oth¬ 
er  nonprofits  scrambling  to  find 
affordable  space  in  a  city  where 
cash-flush  dot-coms  are  driving 
rents  into  the  stratosphere. 

The  deal  saved  programs  that 
serve  thousands  of  seniors  a 
month  at  the  Outer  Richmond 
District  site. 

The  nightmare  began  for  the 
nonprofit  in  May  when  the  Easter 
Seal  Society  put  its  14,000- 
square-foot  building,  located  at 
6221  Geary  Blvd,,  up  for  sale. 

The  announcement  sent  shiv¬ 
ers  up  the  spine  of  Lonne  Hicks, 
executive  director  at  Family 
Service  Agency,  a  tenant  in  the 
building  that  runs  eight  programs 
for  seniors  at  the  site. 

“Utter  despair.  That  was  my 
reaction  to  finding  out  that  the 
building  was  for  sale,”  Hicks 
said. 

Once  the  building  was  sold, 
Hicks  knew  it  was  unlikely  that 
he  would  be  able  to  convince  the 
board  of  directors  to  come  up 
with  a  generous  rent  increase, 
something  the  new  owners  were 


sure  to  require. 

Hicks  also  knew  that  finding 
affordable  space  for  nonprofits  in 
a  city  where  rents  have  gone 
through  the  roof  and  the  vacancy 
rate  hovers  around  one  percent 
would  force  his  organization  to 
move  out  of  the  Richmond 
District,  where  it  serves  more 
than  9,000  seniors. 

Instead  of  giving  up,  Hicks 
got  help  from  Mike  Friedland,  a 
financial  consultant,  whom  he 
credits  with  developing  a  strate¬ 
gy  that  made  it  possible  for  the 
Family  Service  Agency  to  buy 
the  building.  Hicks  says  he  now 
intends  to  broker  this  plan  to  oth¬ 
er  nonprofits  trapped  in  a  similar 
situation. 

The  Family  Service  Agency’s 
precarious  position  is  not  unusual 
in  a  city  where  nonprofits  are 
competing  with  cash-flush  dot¬ 
com  startups  for  scarce  rental 
space. 

A  recent  survey  by  tbe 
Mayor’s  Office  of  Community 
Development  of  the  120  nonprof¬ 
its  that  receive  block  grants  from 
tbe  City  found  that  50  percent,  or 
60  nonprofits,  indicated  their 
leases  will  expire  this  year  and 
another  20  percent,  or  24  non- 
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School  District  widens 
probe  of  alleged 
contract  corruption

The  recent  firing  of  a  top  man¬ 
ager  at  the  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District  is  prompting  a 
wider  probe  of  the  district’s  con¬ 
tracting  practices  and  forcing  the 
new  superintendent  to  take  tough 
measures  to  stem  abuses. 

David  Campos,  a  deputy  city 
attorney  assigned  to  the  school 
district’s  legal  department,  con¬ 
firmed  he  is  reviewing  more  than 
400  contracts  worth  more  than  $4 
million  that  were  awarded  by  the 
Facilities  Department  during  the 
last  fiscal  year  for  possible  viola¬ 
tions  of  state  law. 

“All  1  can  say  is  that  we  are  in 
the  process  of  reviewing  these 
contracts,”  Campos  said.  Campos 
declined  to  discuss  specific  con¬ 
tracts,  saying  the  investigation  is 
ongoing. 

The  list  of  contracts,  submit¬ 
ted  to  the  school  board  in  June, 
includes  contracts  that  were 
signed  by  Tim  Tronson,  a  top 
manager  with  the  Facilities 
Department,  who  was  recently 
fired  from  his  three-year  $1,000- 
a-day  consulting  contract  after  it 
was  revealed  that  he  served  as 


head  of  the  department  in  1999. 
State  law  forbids  contractors 
from  acting  as  employees. 

Tronson’s  firing  and  the  sub¬ 
sequent  widening  probe  were  set 
in  motion  by  a  scathing  report  is¬ 
sued  in  April  by  the  Fiscal  Crisis 
and  Management  Assistance 
Team  (FCMAT),  an  independent 
fact-finding  body  sent  in  by  the 
state  to  assess  the  district’s  fiscal 
health  after  it  received  failing 
marks  in  a  1999  audit. 

In  its  April  report,  FCMAT 
recommended  the  school  district 
review  all  personal  service  con¬ 
tracts  for  possible  violations  of 
state  law  after  a  number  of  seri¬ 
ous  irregularities  were  uncovered 
during  the  review. 

The  FCMAT  report  unearthed 
a  pattern  of  what  it  called  “ques¬ 
tionable  practices”  of  bid-split- 
ting,  a  procedure  that  allows  a 
contractor  to  avoid  the  competi¬ 
tive  bidding  process  by  breaking 
up  the  project  into  smaller  seg¬ 
ments  under  $15,000,  Splitting 
up  projects  for  the  purpose  of 
avoiding  the  competitive  bid  pro¬ 
cess  is  a  violation  of  state  law.

Francisco,  where 
he  is  president  of 
his  union.  His  re¬ 
sponsibilities  in¬ 
clude  negotiating 
contracts  on  be¬ 
half  of  his  university  co-workers. 

I  have  also  gotten  to  know  the 
McGoldrick  family  over  the 
years,  and  son  Jamie  wrote  for 
the  newspaper  while  he  was  go¬ 
ing  to  college. 

Since  that  first  meeting  w  ith 
Jake  more  than  a  decatle  ago,  e\  - 
er_\  neighborhood  resident  that 
called  my  ollice  for  assistance 
with  housing  issues,  be  it  some¬

trying  to  save  a  100-year-old 
Victorian  from  demolition,  1  re¬ 
ferred  them  to  Jake.  And  he 
helped,  to  the  best  of  his  ability, 
every  one  of  them. 

So  when  McGoldrick  says 
he'll  be  there  for  neighborhood 
residents,  he  means  it. 

Jake  is  extremely  intelligent, 
with  a  profound  sense  of  commu¬ 
nity  service,  and  can  be  counted 
on  to  do  the  right  thing  as  a 
member  of  the  board  of  supervi¬ 
sors. 

Some  of  the  organizations 
McGoldrick  has  been  involved  in 
include  the  Coalition  for  San 
Francisco  Neighborhoods,  SF

Housing  and  Tenants  Council 
and  the  Coalition  for  Jobs,  Arts 
and  Housing. 


Fortunately  for  the  Richmond 
District,  there  is  another  candi¬ 
date  that  would  equally  serve  the 
district’s  best  interests  at  the 
board  of  supervisors  -  Rose  Tsai. 

Tsai,  who  lives  in  the  Inner 
Richmond  with  her  family  is  no 
one’s  puppet.  She  can  be  counted 
on  to  do  what’s  best  for  the  dis¬ 
trict  and  the  city-at-large,  regard¬ 
less  of  outside  pressures,  because 
she  is  a  woman  with  high  ethical 
standards. 

One  of  Tsai's  pet  peeves  is  the 
corrupting  influence  of  money  at 
City  Hall.  She  will  work  to  limit 
the  influence  of  lobbyists  when 
the  public's  interest  is  at  stake 
and  she  will  fight  for  meaningful 
campaign  finance  reform. 

From  1-997  to  1 999  I  had  the 
opportunity  to  work  with  Rose  in 
three  battles  to  save  the  Central 
Freeway.  She  worked  hard  and 
volunteered  her  time,  as  did 
many  neighborhood  residents,  to 
save  a  vital  transportation  link 
for  westside  residents. 

Tsai  was  also  a  co-founder  of 
the  SF  Neighbors’  Association,  a 
group  that  was  formed  to  in¬ 
crease  the  political  clout  of  the 
Chinese  community  at  City  Hall 
-  clout  that  is  now  being  used  to 
help  the  Chinese  community  in 


both  the  Richmond  and  Sunset 
districts. 

But  no  discussion  of  district 
elections  would  be  complete 
without  including  the  incumbent. 
Supervisor  Michael  Yaki. 

Yaki  is  an  affable  man  who 
has  been  getting  stop  signs  and 
red  lights  for  the  district  in 
record  numbers.  He  was  also  key 
to  the  effort  to  save  senior  ser¬ 
vices  that  were  threatened  in  the 
Outer  Richmond.  But  there  are 
some  important  issues  that  we 
have  different  opinions  of. 

Yaki  is  one  of  the  co-sponsors 
of  Proposition  K  on  the 
November  ballot.  He  sponsored 
it  for  the  ballot  as  an  alternative 
to  Proposition  L,  a  slow-growth 
measure  that  was  put  on  the  bal¬ 
lot  via  a  signature  drive. 

In  a  meeting  with  Mayor 
Willie  Brown  in  mid-October, 
the  mayor  said  Proposition  K 
was  flawed  and  he  only  put  it  on 
the  ballot  because  Prop.  L  was  on 
the  ballot.  Proposition  L  is  an  at¬ 
tempt  to  limit  the  damage  that 
has  been  done  by  the  current 
mayoral  administration’s  open 
door  policy  for  job  creation  -  de¬ 
spite  the  fact  that  rents  and  hous¬ 
ing  prices  are  going  through  the 
roof  because  tfie  city  is  creating

thousands  of  high-paying  jobs 
without  creating  housing.  Prop.  L 
is  a  good  attempt  at  putting  the 
brakes  on  escalating  rents  and 
mortgage  payments  before  the 
city’s  low-  and  middle-class  peo¬ 
ples,  and  the  city’s  non-profit 
groups,  are  forced  out  of  the  city. 

I  don’t  want  my  district  super¬ 
visor,  for  any  reason,  putting 
flawed  legislation  on  the  ballot 
just  because  the  mayor  wants  it. 

I  was  also  disappointed  when 
Yaki  ducked  the  biggest  fight  in 
the  Richmond  District  in  years 
when  he  stayed  out  of  the  battle 
to  save  the  Central  Freeway.  As 
the  chair  of  the  County 
Transportation  Authority,  his  as¬ 
sistance  would  have  helped  in  a 
close  battle.  Sixty-one  percent  of 
the  Richmond  voted  to  rebuild 
the  freeway,  but  the  measure  lost 
because  of  the  city’s  east-side 
vote  and  the  support  of  mayoral 
candidate  Tom  Ammiano. 

And  if  his  silence  on  such  a 
crucial  issue  was  not  enough.  On 
Oct.  18,  1999,  Yaki  introduced 
legislation  that  would  prevent 
“ping-pong”  initiatives.  That  was 
a  slap  in  the  face  for  all  of  the 
Richmond  District  residents 
fighting  to  save  the  freeway  and 
an  assault  on  the  public’s  right  to 
circumvent  the  political  process 
and  go  directly  to  the  people  for 
a  vote  on  important  issues. 

I  would  never  be  in  favor  of 
limiting  the  right  of  the  people  to 
participate  in  the  initiative  pro¬ 
cess,  particularly  when  the  politi¬ 
cal  structure,  including  the 
Transportation  Authority,  does 
nothing  to  resolve  vital  issues. 

Those  are  some  of  the  reasons 
I  think  McGoldrick  and  Tsai  are 
the  best  qualified  for  representing 
the  Richmond  District  at  the 
board  of  supervisors.  They  have 
been  working  hard  to  make  the 
Richmond  District  a  better  neigh¬ 
borhood  to  live  in  and  they  de¬ 
serve  our  support.

Two  new  food  programs  dedicated  and 
designed  for  helping  those  in  need  have 
started  within  the  past  month  through  vari¬ 
ous  grants  from  the  SF  Food  Bank  and  the 
support  and  help  of  volunteers. 

The  First  United  Lutheran  Church  dis¬ 
tributes  brown  bags  on  a  first-come,  first- 
served  basis  every  Wednesday  afternoon. 
The  program  is  one  of  the  four  food 
pantries  in  the  district  established  by  the 


Inter-Faith  and  Neighborhood  Agency 
Coalition,  a  group  of  various  religious  and 
neighborhood  organizations. 

“In  the  first  week  we  had  38  (recipients) 
and  now  we  have  up  to  50  or  more,”  said 
Robert  Stewart,  First  United  Lutheran 
Church  pastor. 

The  program  started  at  the  beginning  of 
October  and  many  of  the  local  homeless 
and  limited-income  immigrants  come  to  re¬ 
ceive  food.  The  church  is  a  referral  loca¬ 
tion  for  the  Richmond  Senior  Central. 


Mountain  Lake  restoration  plan  in  works 


Combining  technical  analysis  and 
public  input,  planners  from  the  Presidio 
Trust,  Golden  Gate  National  Parks 
Association  and  the  National  Park 
Service  have  devised  a  “Summary  of 
the  Mountain  Lake  Enhancement  Plan.” 
Work  will  begin  on  the  project  in  2001. 

The  first  phase  of  the  project  in¬ 
cludes  dredging  the  lake  to  increase  its 
depth  by  4  feet,  replacing  invasive 
plants  with  native  ones  along  the  lake’s 


east  shore,  removing  more  than  half  an 
acre  of  Cape  ivy,  planting  trees  and 
shrubs  near  Park  Presidio  Boulevard 
and  improving  access  to  the  lake  by  cre¬ 
ating  a  350-foot-long  unpaved  trail. 

About  three  to  five  years  after  the 
first  phase  is  implemented,  the  lake’s 
native  woodland  will  be  expanded,  an 
additional  4.3  acres  of  weeds  will  be  re¬ 
moved  and  a  bridge  will  be  built  to  re¬ 
place  an  existing  culvert  at  the  lake. 


sites  open  to  serve  needy 


“It’s  pretty  clear  to  me  that  there  are 
hungry  people  in  need,  especially  seniors. 
And  they’re  primarily  invisible  -  they  sim¬ 
ply  have  a  need  and  we  provide  that.  And 
in  an  affluent  city  we  can  afford  to  do  such 
a  thing,”  Stewart  said. 

The  food  pantry  system  seems  to  be 
working  well  and  is  very  organized  in 
comparison  to  other  districts  in  the  City. 
However,  the  program  is  still  in  search  of  a 
few  more  volunteers.  Currently,  the 
Beacon  Program  has  been  helpful  with  an 
ample  amount  of  high  school  students  dis¬ 
tributing  the  food  but  some  are  needed  for 
unloading  the  truck  upon  delivery  in  the 
early  afternoon. 

Another  new  program  is  at  St,  John’s 
Presbyterian  Church  on  Lake  Street  and 
Arguello  Boulevard,  The  St.  John’s 
Harvest  is  every  Saturday  morning,  serv¬ 
ing  to  50  households  with  groceries  sup¬ 
plied  by  the  San  Francisco  Food  Bank.  Its 
focus  is  mainly  on  the  elderly  and  families 


with  limited  income  in  the  east  Richmond 
District.  Leaders  within  the  church  coordi¬ 
nate  the  program  and  volunteers  work  and 
operate  it  in  teams. 

“There  is  a  hidden  need  in  our  immedi¬ 
ate  community  for  food  for  families  and 
St.  John’s  has  had  a  tradition  since  the 
great  earthquake  (in  1906)  to  respond  to 
the  needs  of  this  community,”  said 
Reverend  John  Anderson. 

Financially,  the  church  is  aided  by  a 
grant  with  the  San  Francisco  Food  Bank, 
which  also  handles  the  food.  After  their 
first  month  in  business,  they  have  reached 
capacity  but  are  planning  to  expand  to  pro¬ 
vide  more  food  in  the  future. 

More  volunteers  are  welcomed.  The 
church  seeks  a  two-hour  commitment  and 
encourages  young  people  of  all  faiths  in¬ 
side  or  outside  of  the  area.  For  more  infor¬

Fall  and  winter  time  is  always 
a  more  hazardous  time  of  the 
year  for  traffic  collisions  and 
pedestrian  injuries.  The  rain  and 
longer  hours  of  darkness  are  al¬ 
ways  contributing  factors. 

Here  are  some  tips  for  staying 
safe: 


•  When  out  walking  at  night 
wear  clothing  that  is  clearly  visi¬ 
ble; 

•  Count  only  on  yourself  to  be 
safe; 

•  Always  be  visible  to  ap¬ 
proaching  traffic; 

•  It  is  safer  to  cross  at  con¬ 
trolled  intersections; 

•  Use  crosswalks; 

•  Never  cross  against  a  red 
light; 

•  When  walking  in  front  of  a 
vehicle  stopped  at  a  red  light, 
signaling  a  right-hand  turn,  be¬ 
ware  of  the  vehicle  moving  into 
your  crosswalk.  Often  the  driver 
is  looking  to  the  left  checking 
traffic  and  is  not  looking  the  oth¬ 
er  way  for  pedestrians; 


•  Make  eye  con¬ 
tact  with  the  driver. 
If  they  aren’t  look¬ 
ing  at  you,  they 
don’t  see  you; 

•  When  exiting 
public  transporta¬ 
tion,  always  check 
for  approaching 
cars; 

•  Hold  the  hands  of  small  chil¬ 
dren  when  crossing  the  street  and 
teach  your  children  basic  street 
safety. 

With  the  Thanksgiving  holi¬ 
day  approaching,  please  don’t 
drink  and  drive  -  be  responsible. 
Either  skip  the  alcoholic  bever¬ 
ages  or  have  a  designated  driver 
or  call  a  cab.

Beacon  Centers  to  get  new 
computer  learning  centers 


New  computer  learning  cen¬ 
ters  are  being  established  at  eight 
San  Francisco  Beacon  Centers, 
including  the  George  Washington 
High  School  in  the  Richmond 
District  and  A.P.  Giannini  Mid¬ 
dle  School  in  the  Sunset  District. 

For  these  technology  learning 
centers,  PowerUp  will  provide 
the  computer  equipment  and  the 
salesforce.com/foundation  will 
provide  $50,000  for  technical 
support  and  other  strategic  tech¬ 
nology  enabled  learning  tools. 

A  prototype  of  the  center  is 
currently  being  tested  and  it  is 
hoped  the  centers  will  open  at  the 
Beacon  Centers  in  November. 
Though  structured  programming 
for  school  children  will  not  begin 
until  January,  the  center  will  be 
open  for  individual  use  when  it 
goes  on-line. 


The  centers  will  be  staffed 
with  trained  and  knowledgeable 
adults,  who  are  willing  to  assist 
both  children  and  adults  with 
learning  new  programs,  tackling 
special  projects  and  other  com¬ 
puter  tasking  projects. 

Beacon  Centers  provide  after¬ 
school  programs  for  children  lo¬ 
cated  in  underserved  areas  of  San 
Francisco  and  provide  other 
types  of  services  for  youth  and 
adults.  The  centers  are  located  in 
public  schools. 

All  programs  are  free  and 
open  to  everyone^ in  the  commu¬ 
nity  year-round.  Each  site  serves 
as  many  as  1,000  participants  a 
year. 

The  salesforce.com/founda- 
tion’s  focus  is  on  ensuring  that 
"everyone  has  educational  oppor¬ 
tunities  and  access  to  technology.

I  have  worked 
hard  as  a  neigh¬ 
borhood  news¬ 
paper  publisher  for 
the  Iasi  1 2  years  to 
uphold  higher  me¬ 
dia  ideals.  That’s 
why  I  will  ride 
Warren  Hinckle 
like  a  bad  hairpiece 
for  however  long  it  takes  to  stop 
his  personal  attacks  and  biased, 
unfair  reporting. 

To  this  end,  a  new  feature  de¬ 
buts  in  the  Richmond  Review 
and  Sunset  Beacon  newspapers 
this  month  -  columns  rebutting 
Hinckle's  unfair  attacks. 

The  idea  is  to  give  whomever 
SF  Independent  columnist 
Warren  Hinckle  unfairly  attacks 
the  opportunity  to  write  a  no- 
holds-barred  column  in  response. 

Hinckle  is  an  abomination  to 
the  publishing  industry  and  an 
embarrassment  to  the  city  at 
large.  His  character  assassina¬ 
tions  of  some  of  San  Francisco’s 
finest  residents  is  reprehensible. 

I  blew  my  top  last  month,  as 
did  thousands  more,  when 
Hinckle  ran  a  front  page  column 
in  the  200,000  circulation 
Independent  newspaper  compar¬ 
ing  supervisorial  candidate  Tony 
Hall  as  a  “Nixonian”  figure  and 
bashing  his  personal  character. 

As  far  as  I  know,  Tony  Hall  is 
well-respected  in  the  West  of 
Twin  Peaks  neighborhood  where 
he  has  lived  and  raised  his  family 
for  the  past  37  years.  A  couple  of 
years  ago,  when  numerous  con¬ 
cerned  citizens  were  meeting  to 
try  to  find  a  solution  to  the  city’s 
homeless  problem.  Hall  volun¬ 
teered  to  moderate  meetings  and 
keep  the  30  or  so  participants, 
which  included  former  Mayor 
Frank  Jordan,  working  toward 
constructive  solutions. 

But  Hinckle  decided  to  bash 
Hall  -  without  giving  the  candi¬ 
date  the  courtesy  of  a  telephone 
call  to  get  his  side  of  the  story. 
(Hall’s  response  to  Hinckle’s 
tirade  is  on  page  19.) 

Years  ago  Jon  Carroll,  colum¬ 
nist  at  the  SF  Chronicle,  wrote 
three  consecutive  columns  un¬ 
fairly  blasting  state  librarian 
Kevin  Starr.  Because  Carroll  vio¬ 
lated  one  of  the  basic  tenets  of 
journalism,  that  of  fairness,  an 
editorial  decision  was  made  to 
take  Carroll’s  column  away  and 
allow  Starr  to  use  the  space  to 
write  his  own  column  in  rebuttal. 

The  decision  by  Chronicle  ed¬ 
itors  was  a  good  one. 


for  mayor.  I  did  the  story  as  a  fa¬ 
vor  for  my  friend  Carol  Farron, 
who  was  the  managing  editor  at 
the  Independent  at  the  time. 

The  scene  at  the  “biker  hang¬ 
out”  was  surrealistic.  I  think  I 
was  the  only  reporter  to  cover  the 
event,  if  you  could  call  it  that. 
About  40  people  milled  about, 
competing  with  numerous  ani¬ 
mals,  including  Hinckle’s  dog 
Bentley,  for  food.  A  good  cross- 
section  of  the  city’s  homeless 
population  was  present  as  well. 

When  Hinckle  took  a  break 
and  grabbed  a  breather  in  a  bar¬ 
ren  side  room  with  only  a  desk 
and  chair,  I  jumped  in  to  get  a 
few  quotes  from  the  candidate 
for  mayor.  Vodka-fueled  breath 
knocked  me  back  a  few  feet. 

When  it  was  written  in  the 
daily  papers  years  later  that 
Hinckle  had  some  sort  of  grudge 
against  Art  Agnos  for  beating 
him  in  the  election,  I  always 
thought  it  was  a  joke.  Hinckle 
never  was  a  serious  candidate.  I 
got  the  impression  he  wanted  to 
be  remembered  as  an  “Emperor 
Norton”  type  character  rather 
than  tackle  issues  as  a  serious 
candidate. 

Since  then,  Hinckle  has  been 
involved  in  dozens  of  “dirty 
tricks”  campaigns,  unethical 
transgressions  and  character  as¬ 
sassinations  over  the  years,  in¬ 
cluding  recent  “hit  pieces”  on  su¬ 
pervisorial  candidate  Aaron 
Peskin  and  SF  Columnist  Ken 
Garcia.  He  also  published  a  digi¬ 
tally  retouched  photograph  of 
Mayor  Frank  Jordan  and  two 
D.J.’s  doing  a  publicity  stunt 
when  the  mayor  was  running  for 
re-election  that  was  not  identified 
as  a  fake.  The  doctored  photo 
was  published  just  before  the 
election  in  the  Argonaut,  which 
claims  a  citywide  distribution, 
showing  a  naked,  less-than  en¬ 
dowed,  mayor  in  a  shower  with 
the  D.J.s.  You  can  guess  what 
part  of  the  photograph  was  al¬ 
tered. 

I  could  tell  stories  about 
Hinckle's  violations  of  the  public 
trust  for  weeks,  but  suffice  it  to 
say  his  brand  of  journalism  must 
end. 


Higher  ideals 
of  the  Fourth 
Estate 

A  newspaper  is 
supposed  to  work 
for  the  people,  to 
provide  the  citi¬ 
zens  in  a  democra¬ 
cy  with  news  and 
information  so 
they  can  be  better-informed  citi¬ 
zens;  to  provide  advertising 
space  for  merchants  to  help  keep 
our  local  economy  working  for 
the  benefit  of  all;  to  provide  a 
sense  of  community  for  the  peo¬ 
ple  the  newspapter  works  for;  and 
to  be  a  guardian  of  the  rights  of 
all  people  against  the  excesses  of 
business  and  government. 

A  newspaper  in  this  country 
has  a  special  role  -  one  that  has 
been  afforded  great  leeway  in  our 
Constitution  to  fulfill  that  role  - 
that  of  the  “Fourth  Estate.” 

Hinckle  makes  a  mockery  of 
the  Fourth  Estate  by  undermining 
the  tool  essential  to  a  successful 
press  -  its  credibility.  The  pub¬ 
lic’s  confidence  in  journalistic  in¬ 
stitutions  is  at  an  all-time  low 
and  Hinckle  is  a  poor  reflection 
on  responsible  journalists  every¬ 
where. 

Because  the  media  is  a  self¬ 
policing  industry,  it  is  my  duty  to 
respond  to  serious  attacks  upon 
the  Fourth  Estate. 

But  I  won’t  be  going  it  alone. 

Because  Hinckle’s  attack  was 
politically  motivated  in  District 
7,  where  Tony  Hall  is  a  candi¬ 
date,  the  West  Portal  Monthly  is 
publishing  Hall’s  column  as  well. 
The  Richmond  Review,  Sunset 
Beacon  and  West  Portal  Monthly 
will  generate  a  total  circulation 
of  70,000  this  month  but  that  will 
increase  as  I  start  working  with 
other  responsible  publishers  in 
the  San  Francisco  Neighborhood 
Newspaper  Association  (14  pub¬ 
lications  -  303,000  total  circula¬ 
tion). 

As  well,  the  entire  collection 
of  Hinckle  column  rebuttals  will 
be  available  on  the  Internet  and  I 
am  considering  resurrecting  the 
City  Voice  newspaper,  which  I 
published  from  1995  to  1997,  for 
an  occasional  city  wide  run. 

Because  I  can  no  longer  stom¬ 
ach  the  current  situation,  I  will 
fight  to  do  whatever  I  can  to  up¬ 
hold  the  higher  ideals  of  the 
Fourth  Estate.  And  right  now, 
that  means  working,  for  however 
long  it  takes,  to  reign  in  Warren 
Hinckle.

YMCA  volunteer  Cecil  Psuik 
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Artists  give  USF  students  something  to  think  about

Eleven  artists  have  changed 
the  landscape  of  the  campus  at 
the  University  of  San  Francisco, 
Even  if- only  temporarily,  the 
conservative  Jesuit  center  of 
learning  has  established  its  first 
annual  outdoor  sculpture  art  ex¬ 
hibit. 

This  exhibit  of  more  than  12 
sculptures  that  began  Oct.  7  will 
be  on  display  at  the  campus  until 
Jan.  5. 

Walking  through  the  main 
gates  on  Fulton  Street  with  its  fa¬ 
miliar  green  sign  with  gold  and 
white  letters  spelling  out  USF, 
everything  is  as  it  should  be. 

Students  go  back  and  forth 
across  a  large  stretch  of  mani¬ 
cured  lawns,  as  they  walk  amid 
scholastic  buildings  new  and  old. 
Yet,  upon  taking  a  second  look, 
there  are  figures  that  stand  out. 

The  idea  for  the  exhibit  came 
from  Assistant  Professor, 
Richard  Kamler,  who  has  been 
teaching  Art  Studies  at  USF  for 
more  than  a  year  and  a  half. 
Kamler,  who  comes  to  USF  from 
the  San  Francisco  Art  Institute, 
took  some  time  to  conduct  a 
walking  tour  of  the  exhibit. 

Primarily,  he  wanted  to  bring 
together  a  collective  of  artists  to 
“represent  the  range  of  sculptural 
activity  going  on  in  the  Bay 
Area,”  he  said. 

“And  secondly,”  he  said,  he 
wanted  to  bring  the  University 
community  together  “through 
this  installation  of  public  art.” 

Kamler  likes  art  to  be  in  pub¬ 
lic  places.  More  so  than  in  a 
gallery,  because  as  he  said,  “If 
these  works  were  in  a  gallery  the 
interaction  people  can  have  with 
the  pieces  would  be  limited.  It’s 
just  not  the  same." 

“We  have  a  series  of 
renowned  eclectic  artists  who  are 
working  here,"  Kamler  said. 
"The  sculptures  look  as  if  they 
are  permanent,  but  they  are  not,” 

“These  (pieces)  come  to  the 
exhibit  from  a  range  of  artists 
who  work  with  found  objects. 
These  objects  look  like  things 
that  came  out  of  the  dump.  Such 
as  with  the  ‘House  of  Cards,’  for 
example,  which  is  a  series  of 
doors  which  the  artist  had 
found.”

niques,  such  as  ‘Child  Field,’ 
Kamler  said. 

Large  and  small,  some  works 
are  simple  and  blend  in  with  the 
landscape  while  others  catch  the 
eye,  demanding  attention.  And, 
like  all  art,  Kamler  said,  “they 
speak  with  a  symbolism  that  is 
open  for  interpretation.” 

That  is  what  Kamler  likes  best 
about  art.  “Art  opens  up  various 
points  of  view,  allowing  people 
to  discuss  what  the  see.”  Kamler 
said. 

When  asked  if  he  met  with 
any  opposition  to  his  project 
from  the  University,  especially  if 
some  works  might  conflict  with 
Roman  Catholic  doctrine,  he  said 
no. 

“I  have  had  nothing  but  sup¬ 
port  from  the  university,”  he  said. 

The  exhibit  is  part  of  his  work 
as  a  teacher.

Rent  Board  Fee  Increase  Coming 


San  Francisco  landlords'  annual  property 
tax  bill  will  include  an  18.8%  fee  increase  that 
will  be  used  to  support  the  Rent  Board. 
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profits,  will  lose  their  leases 
within  three  years. 

According  to  the  survey,  most 
of  these  nonprofits  will  be  unable 
to  afford  the  average  asking  price 
of  $59  per  square  foot. 

The  model  Hicks  and  his  or¬ 
ganization  developed  involves  a 
collaboration  between  the  foun¬ 
dation  community,  city  agencies 
and  the  banking  community  that 
he  says  will  make  nonprofits 
more  financially  attractive  to 
banks  so  they  can  qualify  for 
loans. 

To  purchase  the  building  the 
Family  Service  Agency  con¬ 
vinced  the  San  Francisco 
Foundation,  another  nonprofit 
that  funds  a  myriad  of  programs 
in  the  City,  to  underwrite  a  $1 
million  loan  guarantee.  With  the 
loan  guarantee  in  hand.  Family 
Service  Agency  was  able  to 
leverage  a  $2.6  million  loan  from 
Golden  Gate  Bank. 

The  only  hurdle  left  to  clear, 
and  Hicks  admits  it  is  a  big  one, 
will  come  in  April  when  the  first 
of  several  balloon  payments  be¬ 
come  due.  To  meet  their  financial 
obligations,  the  Family  Service 
Agency  will  soon  launch  a  capi¬ 
tal  fundraising  campaign  with  a 


target  of  raising  between  $1  mil¬ 
lion  and  $2  million. 

Hicks  also  admits  that  it 
didn’t  hurt  that  district  elections 
were  just  around  the  comer  and 
that  politicians  were  scrambling 
to  find  local  issues  with  citywide 
appeal. 

“Our  elected  representatives 
know  a  good  campaign  issue 
when  they  see  one,”  Hicks  said. 
“This  was  a  combination  of 
neighborhood  issues  that  has 
citywide  implications.” 

Supervisor  Michael  Yaki,  who 
is  running  for  re-election  from 
the  Richmond  District,  played  a 
pivotal  role  in  the  purchase,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Hicks.  By  holding 
public  hearings  on  the  proposed 
sale,  Yaki  bought  the  agency  the 
time  it  needed  to  put  together  a 
financial  strategy. 

Hicks  said  that  Yaki  used  his 
influence  to  convince  the  Easter 
Seal  Society  to  turn  down  one 
full  price,  all-cash  offer  it  already 
had  on  the  property  and  helped 
negotiate  favorable  terms  with 
the  seller  so  they  could  qualify 
for  a  bank  loan.  According  to 
Hicks,  tjie  Easter  Seal  Society 
agreed  to  carry  back  a  $860,000 
second  mortgage  on  the  property 
so  the  Family  Service  Agency 
could  qualify  to  purchase  the 


building. 

TTie  plight  of  nonprofits  in  a 
market  of  skyrocketing  rents  has 
not  been  lost  on  Mayor  Willie 
Brown,  who  recently  directed  the 
Mayors  Office  of  Community 
Development  (MOCD)  to  work 
with  nonprofits  to  target  sources 
of  funding  that  can  be  used  to 
subsidize  rents  for  nonprofits. 

According  to  Hicks,  discus¬ 
sions  are  underway  with  Pam 
David,  executive  director  at 
MOCD,  and  Steve  Sachs,  region¬ 
al  director  at  HUD,  to  look  at  the 
possibility  of  using  block  grant 
funds  to  subsidize  rents  for  non¬ 
profits.  If  funding  is  found,  Hicks 
plans  to  rent  out  the  remaining 
space  in  the  building  to  other 
nonprofits,  including  Golden 
Gate  Senior  Services,  currently  a 
tenant  in  the  building. 

The  Family  Service  Agency 
provides  eight  programs  for  se¬ 
niors  at  the  Geary  Boulevard  site, 
including  the  Richmond  Senior 
Central,  SF  Ombudsman 
Program,  Geriatric  Mental 
Health  Out  Patient  Services, 
Geriatric  Mental  Health  Day 
Treatment  Program,  Foster 
Grandparent  and  Senior 
Companion  programs.  Project 
Integration  and  the  Richmond 
Senior  Center. 


School  district  investigation  widens

contracts  it  reviewed,  each  of  the 
original  10  contracts  was  for  less 
than  $15,000,  and  stated  that  “it 
appears  that  the  original  con¬ 
tracts  were  established  for  less 
than  the  $15,000  limit  to  avoid 
the  bid  limit.”  Many  of  these 
same  contracts  were  subsequent¬ 
ly  modified,  always  for  $15,000 
or  less,  also  avoiding  the  require¬ 
ment  for  formal  approval  from 
the  school  board  of  any  modifica¬ 
tions  over  $15,000,  according  to 
the  report. 

The  report  also  found  that  in 
some  instances  the  total  cost  of 
the  project  could  be  determined 
in  advance  and  that  the  contract 
manager  could  not  give  an  expla¬ 
nation  for  why  the  bid  was  sub¬ 
mitted  in  segments. 

Because  of  Tronson’s  highly 
infiuential  position  in  the  depart¬ 
ment,  where  he  had  responsibili¬ 
ty  for  eight  major  programs  with 


budgets  totalling  $26.5  million 
and  signed-off  on  additional  con¬ 
tracts  worth  millions  of  dollars, 
sources  close  to  the  investigation 
say  the  probe  is  now  focused  on 
the  Facilities  Department’s  con¬ 
tracting  practices. 

The  Facilities  Department 
manages  construction,  building 
and  maintenance  of  all  school  fa¬ 
cilities  and  properties.  These  pro¬ 
jects  add  up  to  millions  of  dol¬ 
lars,  and  the  majority  are  funded 
with  school  bond  measures. 

Campos  also  confirmed  that 
he  is  investigating  five  contract 
modifications  submitted  by  an¬ 
other  consultant  for  the  Facilities 
Department,  that  of  John  Barber, 
whose  name  also  appears  on  the 
June  contract  list.  The  list  shows 
that  Barber  submitted  four  modi¬ 
fications  to  his  contract  for 
$15,000  and  one  for  $14,900 
from  July  1999  to  April  2000,  to¬ 
talling  $74,900. 

Barber  is  currently  working 


on  the  school  district’s  compre¬ 
hensive  plan  to  develop  500  units 
of  affordable  housing  for  teach¬ 
ers  on  school  district  properties. 

Neither  Tim  Tronson  or  John 
Barber  could  be  reach  for  com¬ 
ment. 

Superintendent  To  Issue 
Directives  to  Safeguard 
School  District 

The  new  superintendent, 
Arlene  Ackerman,  is  moving  to 
halt  any  further  abuse  of  the  dis¬ 
trict’s  contracting  process  while 
the  investigation  continues. 

According  to  Campos, 
Ackerman  recently  decided  to 
take  steps  to  “ensure  that  some  of 
the  issues  of  contracts  and  con¬ 
sultants  are  addressed”  while  the 
probe  is  continuing. 

According  to  Campos,  consul¬ 
tants  will  no  longer  be  allowed  to 
authorize  or  sign  contracts  and 
that  all  contracts  below  $15,000 
will  not  be  renewed.

a  series  of  about  50  concrete  fig¬ 
ures  standing  in  a  field. 

“Only  21  remain,”  Kamler 
said.  “We  had  to  place  them  in¬ 
side  the  library.  It's  sad  because 
the  figures  are  more  impressive 
outside  on  the  lawn,  where  they 
should  be.” 

With  a  Masters  Degree  in  Fine 
Art,  Howard  has  worked  primari¬ 
ly  with  concrete  for  the  past  two 
years. 

Walking  a  bit  further,  Kamler 
pointed  out  the  ceramic  brick¬ 
work  that  sits  in  the  fountain 
along  the  side  of  the  library  cen¬ 
ter,  called  “Survivor  Chimney,” 
by  artist  Andree  Singer 
Thompson.  The  work  is  about 
the  Holocaust. 

In  a  cluster  of  trees  on  both 
sides  of  the  main  campus  there 
are  a  number  of  red  beds,  com¬ 
plete  with  headboards  and  base¬ 
boards,  hanging  from  trees. 
Artist  Judith  Blankman  calls  the 
exhibit  “Red  River  Beds.” 

Within  a  short  distance  from 
the  beds,  a  series  of  doors  can  be 
seen,  entitled,  “House  of  Cards,” 
by  artist  Susan  Leibovitz 


Steinman.  She  said  she  was 
pleased  with  the  response  she  got 
from  USF  students  while  in¬ 
stalling  her  work. 

“Students  were  very  curious 
and  thought  that  this  type  of  art 
exhibit  should  happen  more  of¬ 
ten,”  Steinman  said.  “I  like  art 
out  in  public  more  than  in  a 
gallery  because  that  way  the  art 
is  more  accessible  to  everyone.” 

Kamler  said  a  sculpture  by 
Mel  Henderson  shows  an 
American  flag  behind  a  prison 
window.  At  night,  the  flag  has 
lights  on  it  that  go  on  and  off  ev¬ 
ery  nine  seconds. 

Entitled,  “Things  Can 
Change,”  the  artist  wanted  to  call 
attention  to  the  fact  that  every 
nine  seconds  someone  is  placed 
in  prison. 

Working  closely  with  the 
Criminal  Justice  Consortium  in 
Oakland,  Henderson’s  research 
discovered  that  fact  and  as  he 
commented,  “It’s  about  how 
many  people  are  going  to  prison 
in  the  USA.” 

Upon  moving  to  another  piece 
of  work,  rain  began  to  fall. 
Cutting  short  the  intended  tour, 
Kamler  wanted  to  show  just  one 


more  exhibit.  Pointing  down  to 
the  grass  not  too  far  from 
Campion  Hall,  he  said,  “See 
these  foot  prints !” 

On  the  lawn  were  a  series  of 
foot  prints  made  of  ceramic  tiles. 
Each  set  of  foot  prints  go  in  sev¬ 
eral  directions.  Kamler  leaned 
down  to  point  out  how  the  rain 
filled  the  impressions  and  reflect¬ 
ed  a  bit  of  the  sunlight  that  was 
breaking  through  the  clouds. 

Inspired  by  the  Zen  concept  of 
“there  is  no  dance  without  a 
dancer,”  artist  Anders  Barth’s 
creation  entitled,  “Dance/Dancer 
#3,”  expresses  her  belief  that 
“everyone  in  life  has  a  series  of 
paths  to  chose  from.” 

Barth  is  pleased  that  her  work 
is  featured  at  the  campus. 
“Young  people  need  to  know  that 
there  are  many  paths  in  life  that 
present  themselves,”  she  said. 

Speaking  on  behalf  of  the  uni¬ 
versity,  Media  Relations  Director 
Gary  McDonald  said,  ”1  am  very 
pleased  that  USF  was  able  to 
provide  a  space  for  artists.”

Now  that  winter  is 
upon  us,  our  fami¬ 
ly  thinks  of  large 
bowls  of  soup  and  noo¬ 
dles.  What  better  plpcc  to 
fulfill  our  longings  than  a 
terrific  noodle  cafe. 

Owncr/manager 
Saranya  Chaichana,  along 
with  his  family,  owns  sev¬ 
eral  King  of  Thai  Noodle  House 
locations  and  we’re  lucky 
enough  to  have  two  in  our  dis¬ 
trict,  #2  at  346  Clement  St.  and 
#I  (the  original)  at  639  Clement 
St.  The  latter  opened  6  years  ago, 
but  #2  only  opened  last  August. 

The  decor  is  funky  but  accept¬ 
able.  The  restaurant  has  rather 
bright  fluorescent  lights  and  light 
wood  tables  and  bottom-padded 
chairs.  One  mirrored  wall  fea¬ 
tures  colored  stills  of  Thai  movie 
ads;  the  other  has  photos  of  the 
owner’s  family  and  friends,  per¬ 
haps  longtime  customers.  Both 
walls  have  miniature  flags  repre¬ 
senting  vMious  countries  of  the 
world.  There  is  seating  for  ap¬ 
proximately  50  and  the  restaurant 
is  extremely  clean. 

The  menu  is  divided  into  sec¬ 
tions,  including  Noodle  Soups, 
Stir-Fried  Noodles,  Rice  Plates, 
Appetizers  &  Spicy  Salads, 
Special  Chef’s  Style,  Special 
Soups  and  'Vegetarian.  Soft 
drinks  and  Thai  coffee  or  tea  are 
$  1  -  $  1 .50.  There  are  also  vari¬ 
ous  labels  of  beer  or  wine  for  $2- 
$7,  the  latter  for  a  liter  of  wine. 

This  was  our  first  foray  into  a 
Thai  noodle  house  (we’re  late 
bloomers!)  so  we  ordered  the 
Sliced  Chicken  Noodle  Soup, 


$3.95  and  the  Sliced,  Roasted 
Duck  Noodle  Soup,  $4.50. 

Much  to  our  surprise,  neither 
of  us  could  finish  our  large  bowl 
of  goodies.  Mine  had  a  huge 
amount  of  juicy  white-meat 
chicken  chunks  in  a  delectable 
chicken  broth  with  a  ton  of  glass 
noodles  and  bits  of  green  onion, 
peanut  chunks  and  more.  My 
husband’s  bowl  had  a  huge 
amount  of  duck  with  a  flavorful 
and  filling  broth,  with  bits  of 
spinach,  chard  and  broccoli  float¬ 
ing  with  the  slices  of  duck  and 
crispy  skin. 

If  we  can  avoid  the  noodle 
soups  next  time,  we’ve  vowed  to 
try  flat  rice  noodles,  stir-fried 
with  ground  chicken,  shrimp, 
squid,  dry  shrimp,  tofu,  onion 
and  black  mushrooms,  $4.50  or 
our  Thai  favorite.  Pad  Thai 
Noodles,  $4.50. 

Also  tempting  are  the  Special 
Soups,  including  Hot  &  Sour 
Chicken  Soup  with  lemongrass, 
lime  juice  and  fresh  mushroom,

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The  war  between  landlords  and  ten¬ 
ants  intensifies  on  Election  Day  this 
Nov.  7.  And  I  can  tell  you  from 
working  in  the  trenches  selling  real  estate 
that  landlord-tenant  relationships  in  gener¬ 
al  has  never  been  worse.  As  someone  once 
said,  “Why  can’t  we  just  get  along?” 

The  answer  lies  in  our  basic  need  for  se¬ 
curity,  and  having  shelter  ranks  very  high 
on  our  list.  When  rents  are  escalating  in 
double  digits,  tenants  have  a  tendency  to 
want  to  keep  what  they  have  and  feel 
threatened  when  they  face  uncertainty  in 
their  housing  situation.  Therefore,  when  a 
landlord  wants  to  sell  a  property,  tenants 
feel  threatened  and  some  make  it  extreme¬ 
ly  difficult  for  the  property  to  be  sold. 

On  the  other  hand,  there  are  some  land¬ 
lords  who  would  do  anything  to  obtain  the 
highest  possible  rent  by  using  legal  means 
to  evict  tenants  who  are  paying  low  rents. 

I  am  not  going  to  take  sides  on  who  is 
right  and  who  is  wrong.  But  in  a  pricey 
real  estate  market  such  as  we  have  today, 
and  with  rent  control  strongly  in  place,  the 
rent  disparities  are  so  large  that  these  two 
groups  are  doing  battle  on  an  annual  basis 
at  the  ballot  box. 

This 

November,  the 
two  real  estate 
rent  control 
propositions  on 
the  ballot  are 
Proposition  N 
and  Proposition 
H.  Prop.  N,  if 
passed,  would 
eliminate  the  ten¬ 


spend  mon¬ 
ey  on  capi¬ 
tal  improve¬ 
ments  when 
they  pur¬ 
chase  the 
building, 
and  thus  can 
pass  some 
of  the  costs 
to  the  tenants. 

Prop  H  is  an  ordinance  that  would  pro¬ 
hibit  rent  increases  based  on  capital  im¬ 
provements,  rehabilitation  work,  and  ener¬ 
gy  conservation  measures.  Some  increase 
will  be  allowed  on  seismic  work,  but  the 
pass-through  cost  to  tenants  would  be  over 
a  longer  period  of  time  and  in  smaller  pro¬ 
portions. 

Proponents  of  Prop  H  are  arguing  that 
rents  are  too  high  and  that  when  owners 
perform  capital  improvements  to  a  build¬ 
ing,  they  are  actually  increasing  the  build¬ 
ing’s  value  -  so  why  should  the  tenant’s 
need  to  pay  for  the  improvements. 

Opponents  argue  that  if  pass-through’s 
are  not  allowed,  owners  will  have  no  in¬ 
centive  to  perform  capital  improvements 


or  rehabilita¬ 
tion  work, 
resulting  in 
more  dilapi¬ 
dated  build¬ 
ings.  This 
will  affect 
the  quality 
of  life  and 
create  health 
and  safety  issues  for  the  tenants. 

Also,  because  rent  increases  are  limited 
to  60  percent  of  the  Consumer  Price  Index,

landlord  expenses  are  increasing  faster 
than  rents,  creating  a  disincentive  for  own¬ 
ers  to  maintain  their  properties. 

One  good  thing  that  has  arose  from  all 
this  friction  is  that  SF  Supervisor  Amos 
Brown  has  initiated  a  study  examining  cur¬ 
rent  housing  issues  in  San  Francisco. 

Whatever  you  decide  on  Prop.  N  and 
Prop.  H,  I  hope  that  you  will  vote  Nov.  7.

form  of  home  ownership  where  the  pur¬ 
chasers  have  the  right  to  exclusively  occu¬ 
py  a  unit.  Prop.  H  would  eliminate  rent  in¬ 
creases  due  to  capital  improvements,  reha¬ 
bilitation  work  and  energy  conservation 
work. 

Proposition  N 

Purchasing  properties  together  with 
families,  friends,  and  even  strangers  in 
partnerships  have  been  with  us  from  the 
very  beginning  of  private  land  ownership. 
This  form  of  ownership  often  takes  title  as 
a  tenancy-in-common  (TIC).  This  allows 
the  partial  owners  the  right  to  sell  their 
share  of  the  property  and  to  will  it  or  dis¬ 
tribute  it  anyway  they  like  when  they  pass 
on. 

In  San  Francisco,  because  property  val¬ 
ues  are  so  high,  some  partnerships  are 
formed  where  people  purchase  a  property 
as  TIC’s  and  each  of  the  partners  have  an 
exclusive  right  to  occupy  particular  units. 

Prop  N  seeks  to  end  this  type  of  partner¬ 
ships  by  classifying  the  buildings  pur¬ 
chased  in  this  manner  under  the  subdivi¬ 
sion  acts,  meaning  that  it  has  to  be  treated 
as  a  condo  conversion,  subject  to  the  city’s 
annual  200-unit  conversion  quota. 

Also,  Prop.  N  has  a  penalty  clause 
against  the  seller  or  agents  for  violations  of 
the  code  in  the  amount  of  $  1 0,000  per  unit. 
If  passed,  this  law  would  be  activated 
retroactively  back  to  July  10. 

Needless  to  say,  there  are  lots  of  issues 
packed  into  this  measure.  The  people  who 
put  Prop.  N  on  the  ballot  argue  that  be¬ 
cause  rents  are  so  high  in  San  Francisco, 
people  who  want  to  live  in  a  building  un¬ 
der  a  TIC'often  end  up  evicting  tenants. 
They  say  an  assault  on  the  city’s  housing 
stock  will  further  drive  up  rents  and  force 
many  minorities  and  low-income  people 
out  of  the  city. 

From  a  reading  of  this  measure,  I  find  it 
to  be  too  complicated  and  very  poorly 
written.  I  can  see  cases  where  if  this  were 
to  pass,  owners  could  conceivably  have  a 
building  where  they  cannot  rent  it,  cannot 
live  in  it,  and  also  cannot  sell  it  without 
paying  a  $10,000  penalty  per  unit.  Surely, 
this  will  be  challenged  and  overthrown  in 
court. 

Proposition  H 

Currently,  under  the  City’s  rent  control 
ordinance,  an  owner  may  increase  a  ten¬ 
ant’s  rent  if  the  owner  performs  capital  im¬ 
provements,  rehabilitation  work,  energy 
conservation  measures,  receives  certain 
property  tax  increases  or  incurs  additional 
operating  and  maintenance  expenses.  This 
provision  generally  comes  into  play  when 
the  property  transfers  to  a  new  owner  who 
will  have  a  higher  mortgage  and  property 
tax  expenses.  Also,  new  owners  tend  to

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Keeping  up  with  New  York 
and  Texas 


You  might  not  think  New  Yorkers  and  Texans  are  much  alike.  Tall  buildings,  fast-paced  living  and 
pastrami  on  rye  on  the  one  hand;  wide-open  spaces,  cowboy  boots  and  barbecue  on  the  other.

The  same  companies  rushed  to  match  the  newcomer's  offering  of 
simple,  easy-to-understand  calling  plans  with  no  monthly  mininiums  or  hidden  charges.  .\nd  residential 
customers  and  small  businesses  —  once  ignored  by  the  long-distance  giants  for  being  too  small  —  found 
themselves  sorting  through  competing  offers  for  local  telephone  service. 

Californians  can  expect  the  same  savings  and  expanded  choices  when  Pacific  Bell  is  allowed  to 
compete  in  the  long-distance  marketplace  here.  The  California  Public  Utilities  Commission  is  in  the  final 
stages  of  reviewing  Pacific  Bell’s  long-distance  application  and  is  expected  to  issue  a  decision  later 
this  year.

Editor: 

As  a  Richmond  District  parent  and  PTA 
member,  I  think  it’s  time  to  reveal  that  one 
of  the  district’s  best  kept  secrets  is  Cabrillo 
Elementary  School,  on  24th  Avenue  be¬ 
tween  Cabrillo  and  Balboa  streets. 

The  small  and  nurturing  school  has 
about  300  students  in  grades  kindergarten 
to  fifth.  Engaging  teachers  and  a  dedicated 
group  of  parents  contribute  to  this  public 
school’s  consistently  high  performance  on 
the  state’s  Department  of  education 
Academic  Performance  Index.  This  year, 
Cabrillo  finished  second  behind  Alamo  in 
the  Richmond  District  and  ninth  in 
California. 

Cabrillo  emphasizes  performing  arts 
through  classes  in  music,  dancing,  poetry 
and  visual  arts.  These  subjects  are  taugbt 
by  resident  artists.  Physical  education  is 
also  included  and  there  is  an  on-site  after¬ 
school  program. 

However,  enrollment  in  public  schools 
is  down,  especially  in  the  Richmond  where 
hbusing  prices  are  higher  than  most  fami¬ 
lies  can  afford.  This  has  resulted  in  the  re¬ 
assignment  of  teachers  and  consolidation 
of  low  enrollment  classes  throughout  the 
district.  New  homeowners  who  do  not 
have  children,  or  are  sending  their  children 
to  private  schools,  also  might  be  contribut¬ 
ing  to  the  decline. 

This  decrease  threatens  the  existence  of 
some  schools  in  the  district.  To  lose  a 
small  gem  like  Cabrillo  would  be  a  shame. 
Public  schools  need  to  be  supported,  not 
abandoned. 

November  is  the  start  of  the  San 
Francisco  Unified  School  District’s 
Optional  Enrollment  Request  process.  This 
program  allows  parents  to  request  the  pub¬ 
lic  schools  of  their  choice.

City  Hall  isn’t  listening  to 
community  groups  anymore. 


The  City  is  listening  to  the  de¬ 
mands  of  big  money  special  in¬ 
terest  groups,  especially  office 
space  developers.  They  spent  $3 
million  in  soft  money  (a.k.a.,  in¬ 
dependent  expenditures)  last 
year,  and  are  going  to  spend  an 
equally  large  sum  on  this 
November’s  election. 

How  do  we  make  politicians 
more  accountable  to  the  commu¬ 
nity? 

Wean  them  from  their  addic¬ 
tion  to  giant  campaign  contribu¬ 
tions  by  passing  Proposition  O, 
the  Ethics  Commission’s  cam¬ 
paign  finance-reform  measure  on 
the  November  ballot. 

Prop  O  will  limit  contribu¬ 


tions  to  campaign  committees 
that  make  independent  expendi¬ 
tures  to  $500.  Prop.  O  also  pro¬ 
vides  for  the  partial  public  fi¬ 
nancing  of  candidates  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors.  This  will 
allow  more  than  just  well-funded 
candidates  a  chance  to  run  an  ef¬ 
fective  race. 

Prop.  O  reinforces  the  voter 
approved  voluntary  spending  cap 
(passed  with  80  percent  of  the 
vote). 

With  less  soft  money  to  con¬ 
front,  $75,000  goes  a  long  way  in 
a  district.  There  will  be  more  in¬ 
centive  for  all  candidates  to  stick 
to  the  spending  cap,  because  the 
voters  want  them  to,  and  because 


partial  public  financing  makes  it 
a  fair  race  for  everyone. 

By  passing  Prop.  O,  we  can 
reduce  the  amount  of  special  in¬ 
terest  money  robbing  communi¬ 
ties  groups’  influence  in  city  gov¬ 
ernment.  Prop.  O  will  allow 
politicians  to  spend  more  time  re¬ 
sponding  to  the  voters,  and  less 
time  fund-raising.  Prop.  O  will 
only  cost  $2  per  San  Francisco 
resident  per  year. 

Vote  yes  on  Prop  O.
